America.

er is to gain control of the presidency. 
W ith us it is not so. 
"W e have been careful not to over* 
draw the seriousness of the political 
situation in Cuba and have made no 
charges th at cannot be fully substan­ 
tiated by unbiased investigators. 
"W e charge th at P resident Palma 
obtained his election to office through 
fraud and Intim idation Hnd by the de­ 
nial to the Liberals of their rights of 
suffrage. 
"W e charge th at the governm ent of 
President Palm a was direc tly respon­ 
sible for the killing of Colonel Knrlquc 
Villuendas. a membe r of th** house of 
representatives, a t Cienfuegos on S ep t 
22. 1905. 
“We charge th at President Palma 
has usurped the powers and functions 
of the governing bodies of the mu­ 
nicipalities and has annulled, arb itra­ 
rily and without w arrant of law', the 
elections of Liberal officials, displac­ 
ing them with m em bers of his own po­ 
litical party, tho Moderates. 
“We charge that he has, 
in

Judges who refused to act In their 
Judicial capacity according to his dic­
